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FIGHTING ON OLD | 
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PORTUGUESE FORCED 

The Press Association understands, on high 
authority, that there has been no very material 
change in the main battle front for the past 
week. We have improved our position locally 
both north and south of the Somme.

Transport is in ordinary 
closed trucks, as the supply of Red Cross cara 
is totally inadequate, and even trucks are not 
always marked with the Red Cross. The 

of trucks are usually covered with a thin layer 
of straw, but not always. In some cases 
wounded have been seen lying on bare boards 
in the same clothing which they wore when 
wounded. To conceal the facts trom the civil 
population the doors of the luggage vans and 
other trucks containing wounded are often 
left half ajar, but in such manner that it is 
impossible to see inside. By the door stand 
Red Cross men, bearers, or the ordinary train 
personnel, laughing, chatting, or smoking, so 
that the ordinary observer would hardly 
imagine the trucks éo be full of badly wounded 
men. At Aix thousands of wounded arrive 
daily, and many have not even been 

perly bandaged. The sights, in consequence, 
are sometimes shocking, and blood has been 
seen dripping in thin streams from trucks.

GERMAN PLANS IN THE WEST. 


Mr. Phillip Gibbs, Correspondent of the 
Daily Chronicle at British Headquarters, writ- 
ing yesterday, says:—It is now clear that the 
battle still in progress to-day is a new and for- 
midable offensive, with large,objectives, and is 
not merely a demonstration to withdraw our 
troops from the area of the Somme.

SIR AUCKLAND GEDDES

BANK AMALGAMATIONS. 


At the annual meeting of the Associa- 
tion of Chambers of Commerce, Sir Ed- 
ward Holden, referring to a resolution ex- 
pressing apprehension at. the amalgamation of 
banks that had been effected, said that he looked 
upon euch ama with favour.

Auckland Geddes referred to the new Man-

human control, to make a larger contribution 
to the fighting forces of the Allies, the | 
placed upon thie country wae heavier than 
seemed reasonable to anticipate it would be. 
Germany, freed from all anzieties on the 
Eastern front, had struck at the British front, 
and the fighting at the present moment was 
extremely heavy. The Government now had to 
make further provision for the eummer nionths 
and the months of autumn, just as in January 
they made provision fur the months of sprirg. 
Clearly there were departments of civil 
life from which man-power could be sub- 
tracted, but we could not subtract from the 
shipyards, with their long chain of organisa- 
tions, down to quarrying, mining, and trans 
port. Then any great number of men could 
not be subtracted from munition industries. 
Many young men could be taken from muzai- 
tions, but not all, and he was forced to the 
pconclusion that the inevitable strain of pro- 
viding men for the forces of the Crown must 
fall upon the large section outeide. The Go- 
vernment proposed to provide for fighting unite 
men as young and as fit as ible. 

The power of clean cutting by ages wae 
absolutely necessary if we were to maintain the 
spring in our fighting forces, where it was 
just as necessary as in the munition industries 
at home. But he recognised the pro ia 
meant death and disaster for many an industry 
in thie country, but that was a lesser 
than death and disaster to the nation. 

Mr. Illingworth said the present situation 
Was causing great anxiety. e was sure the 
employers of the country would be ready to 
undertake any sacrifices they would be called 
upon to make.
